Obviously, had we not the heavy 
railway and merchant marine expendi-

OTTAWA,.—Eighty convicts are to 
be moved from Kingston, Ont., to 
Stony Mountain penitentiary in Mani- 
toba, 

The prisoners will be loaded in a 
special car and there will be a power- 
ful armed guard to ensure against any 
outbreak. 

This is the largest movement of 
convicts in the history of the Do- 
minion and is necessitated by the 
overcrowded condition of Kingston, 
Stony Mountain is, relatively speak- 
ing, empty.

THE NEW 
HANGING MACHINE 


HARTFORD, Conn., April 5— 


Gerald Chapman was hanged shortly 
after midnight for the murder of 
Policeman James Skelly, New Britain,

gives him an additional jerk as he 
comes down.

There in the ceiling of that room is 
another pulley over which the rope 
winds, At that end of the rope is a 
heavy sandbag and a trigger in this 
side chamber releases the heavy 
weight. A peep hole in the wall gives 
ample room for the executioner to see 
the signal given by the warden. No 
one knows whe releases the trigger.

Loss of standing timber by fire continues 
to be appailing. On the average, over 3,500 
milion board feet are destroyed annually. 
The forests of Canada are being depleted at 
a rate they cannot possibly withstand; more 
than half of this depletion is due to fire, in- 
sects and decay. The future of the forest in- 
dustry is just as dependent on the seedling 
trees and young growth as the pulp and pap- 
er and lumber mills, and industry generally, 
are dependent on mature ‘timber— both 
must be saved from the ravages of fire. 


In addition to the shelter afforded by the 
forest to the farmer and his stock, settlers 
in forested regions are vitally dependent on 
the woods for winter employment. Care with 
fire in Jand-clearing operations is all-essent- 
ial—burned timber pays no wages. 


Canada has the finest inland fishing 1n 
the world, but these splendid food and game 
fish require clean, cold water in the streams 
io ensure prolific reproduction, Forest fires 
are inimical to fish life. 


Game animals attract foreign tourists and 
induce Canadians to seek pleasure, health 
and adventure in the great outdoors. These 
animals are distinctly a forest resource-— 
utterly dependent on it for protection and 
food. Forest fires are most destructive of 
such wild life. 


Ninety per cent of the forest fires are 
caused by carelessness. Are you doing your 
part to prevent this wanton waste and des- 
truction?

EXPORT DUTY ON WHEAT 
—o— 
(Lethbridge Herald) 

There is considerable agitation for 
an export duty on wheat in order to 
prevent Canadian wheat from going 
to U.S. millers, to be milled in bond 
and the product shipped elsewhere to 
complete with the products of Cana- 
dian flour mills. 

The United Farmers of Alberta are 
perturbed over the agitation. They 
fear what may happen if public opin- 
ion is wrongly educated on this mat- 
ter, so a vigorous campaign against 
the proposal is being adopted. 

There is no shortage of wheat for 
Canadian mills. They are located 
along the trade routes which must 
carry the wheat of the farmers to 
market. The farmers hold that they 
ought to be able to compete with flour 
milled from Canadian wheat in an- 
other country. They point out that, 
if an export duty were placed on 
wheat to prevent U.S. millers buying 
it, it would simply mean that import- 
ant competition would be removed,

Some school fair boards are giving 
special prizes for the best exhibition 
coop made by the boy or girl exhi- 
bitor.

the top and expect them to look well 
when the judge takes them out. The 
birds are not only cramped and their 
feathers ruffled but they are distvess- 
er and look miserable too, and there- 
fore cannot compete against well 
shown birds. 

Have the colts so that they will 
lead nicely, trot readily, and obey 
every move of the halter shank. Have 
them traimed so that you can pick 
up all their four feet easily. Make pets 
of your colts for that is the idea of 
the fair, to have you take an interest 
in these young farm animals. 

Do the same with the calves, teach 
them to lead and to stand and to 
show themselves. Brush them down 
with a horse brush and curry comb, 
have them looking slick and clean 
when they come up before the judge, 
for remember that 50% of the marks 
goes to the attention given the 
animals and the other 50% for the 
quality of the animal itself. 

Bring the best you have and show 
in as many classes as you possibly 
can, you will then stand a better 
chance of winning more prize money, 
as well as helping your school to win 
the provincial diploma which is given 
to the school winning the highest 
average of prize money, according to 
the number of scholars attending the 
school.
